Maggs Bros., Book- 
sellers, London, Catalogue No. 566, 1931, offers a com- 
plete set for £195 or about $975.00. This Catalogue has 
already become a rarity. 

Copies may be found in the principal libraries in this 
country and complete sets in the Cambridge and Oxford 
University Libraries, British Museum, and the Biblio- 
théque Nationale at Paris. The Compiler was awarded 
a bronze medal, as a mark of appreciation for a distin- 
guished gift, on presenting a complete set of the Catalogue 
to the latter library in 1929.
